I was detailed 
with my car to patrol certain roads 
during the twenty-four hours, and, of 
course, all the other roads were pa- 
trolled too. We hart orders to atop ev- 
ery -one we met, and if they were not 
provided with tbe special pass we were 
to take them prisoners regardless of 
what uniform they were wearing.

of fighting used in previous wars must 
of coarse, be modified accordingly. 


The extent of these changes, how- 


evt r. is often exaggerated. At bot' om 
tho qualities that make a soldier or 
an. efficient army remain the same to- 
day that they were before the war. 
The changes that affect tbe individ- 
ual soldier have to do chiefly T ith 


liot behind every weapon there ?s a

effectively, the matt mart be veil 
trained, disciplined, cool, and br.tve. 
Et maM have spirit, tenacity, and | 
self-reliance. The big problem now, 
jnrt as in an other wars, is to de- 
velop these qualities—and the «her 
soldierly qiratines—-to their highest 
extent. The chief difference probab- 
ly comes lit the fact that sell-reliance 
is a bigger factor than m most iire- 
vknis wars. And in American, armies 
this quality has always been highly 
varied and well developed. 


This brief lesson cannot, of course, 


enuir into a discussion of technical j 
Questions which belong in the field of | 
militajy science. It will simply point 
ou- A fe-w of the striking feature: of 
direct interest to every man i.-ho 
re.icb.es the front. 


Character of Present War. 


This war 
differs from previous 


wars chiefly in the enormous inert ase 
in the nse of artillery. This is due 
partly to the immense manufacturing 
resources oi the countries at war, 
wliich enables them to produce g-eat 
numbers of guns and great quantities 
of ammunition. It is due also to the 
new methods of directing gun tire 
from, airplanes. It is evident tte.t a 
gun cannot be accurately aimed at 
an object the exact location of wiuch 
is unknown.

Trans- 
port of supplies and ammunition by 
motor trucks has been organized on 
a big scale. The medical departments 
have also made notable gains in meth- 
ods of treating wonnded men, with the 
result that a very large percentage 
recover. Even in the early mouths of 
the war it was announcnil that of the 
wotmded actually treated in French 
hospitals 54.5 per cent were return- 
ed to duty within a short time 21.5 
per cent were sent home to complete 
their recovery and later returned to 
duty; 17 per cent at the time of 
making the report were still ;n ios- 
I>itals, with the proba.b'lity of com- 
plete recovery; 1.5 per cent were un- 
fit for further service; 2.5 per cent 
had died from the effects of their 
woonds. 


There is probably little basis for the 


idea that the nuunber o{ casualties in 
this war is any greater, in propor- 
tion to the number of men engaged, 
than in previous wars. In the French 
army during the last six months of 
1916, (which included three big of- 
fensives) the total losses in killed, 
wounded, and prisoners are officially 
reported to have been only 1.28 per 
cent of the French forces under arms. 


One of the striking features of the 


war is the proof that has been given 
of courage and 'devotion to duty on 
the part ot men of all nations.
